Tlie deer season was opened offi­ 
cially this morning, a half hour be­ 
fore sunrise, as the season for small 
game closed. The bucks will be in 
danger until December 15. Does are 
protected by law. 
An abundance of deer has been 
reported by the game commission 
a rd the Department of Forest and 
Waters, especially in the northern 
ffer counties. Officials believe this 
year’s kill wrlll exceed the total of 
iw.OOO bucks bagged during the 1932 
season.

Thus, the exact time for “legal 
drinking” cannot be determined, but 
probably will be between four and 
five o’clock in the eastern time zone, 
between three and four o’clock in 
the central tim e zone, and between 
one and two o’clock on the Pacific 
coast.

MULCH STRAWBERRIES WHEN 
GROUND FREEZES 
U nder m ost Pennsylvania 
condi­ 
tions. the straw berry, being a shal- 
low’-rooted plant, is easily “heaved 
o ut” by alternate freezing and thaw ­ 
ing. 
Heaving is particularly serious on 
th e heavier types of soil. 
The ac­ 
tion not only raises the plant p a rt­ 
ly out of the ground, but also breaks 
m any of the roots. 
Such dam age 
m ay seriously reduce the yields. 
A m ulch offers th e best solution to 
this problem. 
Frozen ground cov­ 
ered W’ith m ulching m aterial tends 
to rem ain frozen throughout the 
w inter so th a t destructive freezing 
and thaw ing are avoided. 
Various m aterials have been used 
successfully. 
W heat straw is per­ 
haps the best m aterial 
available. 
Barley, buckw heat and oats straw 
also [are satisfactory, although the 
latte^ two tend to pack rath e r close­ 
ly ahd som ew hat sm other the plants. 
Rye straw m ay be used but it is too 
coarse to be considered ideal. 
A 
m ulch of fresh m anure is 
alm ost 
certain to result in a weedy patch 
th e following spring. Leaves, shred­ 
ded corn stalks, or even potato vines 
m ay be used, but the previously 
m entioned m aterials are more de­ 
sirable.

Children of the United States are 
not the only kiddies who have 
henefitted through 
the 
sale 
of 
Christmas seals, although 
thous­ 
ands of them have been able to re­ 
gain their health through the little 
stickers we place on our mall at 
Christmas time. 
The Idea originated in Denmark, 
and the Danish children were the 
first ones to be aided by this ingen­ 
ious idea, which was conceived by 
ft Danish postal clerk, Einar Hol- 
boell wanted to help the little suf­ 
ferers from tuberculosis in his na­ 
tive land, but lacked funds. As he 
watched thousands of letters going 
through the post office every day, 
he thought that if each bore a 
penny stamp, it would not be long 
until enough money could be raised 
to build the hospital of which he 
dreamed. 
Hoiboell finally carried the Idea 
to the King and Queen and they 
commended him on the idea, readily 
granting their consent. Soon enough 
money was raised. That was 29 years 
ago. 
Jacob Riis, a WTiter, received one 
of the seals through the mail, and 
learning about its history, wrote a 
.story which was published in one 
of the large magazines of the coun­ 
try.' 
The idea was adopted by Miss 
Emily Bissell, in raising funds for a 
children’s hospital in Delaware. 
It proved so successful that the 
National Anti-Tuberculosis Society 
adopted it, and copywrighted the 
double-barred cross as its insignia. 
The Red Cross first had charge of 
the sale of these seals, but for many 
years now, the 
Anti-'3\iberculosis 
Society has taken complete charge.

pared today to go directly to the 
courts and ask that penalties be im­ 
posed both on the officials of the 
National Steel Company and offi­ 
cers of an alleged company union if 
either continue.s tactics designed to 
obstruct the holding of a fair elec­ 
tion in the company plants on F ri­ 
day. 
The board is armed with an agree­ 
ment signed by E. T. Weir, presi­ 
dent of the company, in which he 
gave the labor board complete au­ 
thority to supervise an election of 
workeis’ representatives in the com­ 
pany’s plants at Weirton and Clarks­ 
burg. W. 'Va.. and Steubenville. Ohio 
The agreement stipulated the elec­ 
tion should be held “in the second 
week cf December.” Acting in a rou­ 
tine fashion to wset t ’ne date and es­ 
tablish regulations for the election, 
the labor board found th at a group 
of workers, hastily named at a com­ 
pany-sponsored election last June, 
claimed to be “tryly representative” 
of the workers of the plants and 
challenged the right of the board to 
conduct the propased election this 
week. 
The alleged company union offi­ 
cials came to Washington in a body 
and demanded the right to conduct 
an election yesterday after their 
own fashion. 
They said “by-laws” 
of their union forbade use of a bal­ 
lot on which voters could make their 
choice secretly by making a check 
mark. 
They demanded use of a 
ballot on which the names of each i 
representative would have to be 
written in. 
Senator Robert F, Wagner, chair­ 
man of the board, signified his de­ 
termination to permit steel workers 
of the nation to join bona fide 
unions if they wished by ignoring 
the alleged company union’s de­ 
mands.
